NEW-YORK LEGISLATURE. 

In the Senste, on the Gth inst, e bill wea reported 
‘appropriating $150,000 to the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration to psy the debte due counties for support of emt 
grant paupere. The Governor sent to the Seante in 
‘special executive session the nominstion ef Egbert 
Bemon, George Hall and Obsdish Bowne as Commis 
sioners under the act for the removal of Qaarantine. 
‘The bill for the relief of the wives and minor children 
of drunkerds was pasted. Also, tho bill for the relief 
ef destitute children of zeamen, The Senate was not 
in cession on the 7th. 

(On the 10th s bill was introduced to appropriate 
$5,000.annually, to be distributed in sums of €60 each, 
among emigrants to Liberia. A resolution was intro- 
duced tondering the expression of the eonfidence of the 
Senate and Assembly in Hou. Hamilton Fish, and their 
bigh eppreciation of his public services during aix years 
in the U. 8. Senate, pszzed in watobfalness over the 
rights, honor and good name of his native State. 

Among bills reported favorably in tho Avsembly, on 
the 6th, we notice one providing an sppropriation for 
two State Lunatic Asylnms, and making an oppropris_ 
tion for the eupport of the pauper iusane,- The concur 
rent resolutions amending the Conatitutionso as to con- 
fer the right of suffrage on colored persons, were de- 
bated, but po question wes taken.

If 
they fail, then on the resolutions; If thoy succocd, 
the President will withdrawy the treaty.

FROM WASHINGTON. 
—— 
CONGRESS ON MONDAY. 

Oorrespondencs of The WN. ¥. Tribane, 
‘ ‘WASHINGTON, March 2, 1857. 

‘The Senate was on the Appropriation bills till 44 
o'oleck to-day, when it took a recess till 7 o'clock. 

Several Senators and Members of the House are 
confined: 19 prevailing illness, and prevented 
feom givin; votes on méasures of importanca. 
Mr, Sumner finds himself able (bs at the Cupitol 
Very litte. Senator Halo hys mot boomoff hia bed 
for thros days till to-day. Members and Membore’ 
families have been compelled to leayo tho city in a 
Jarge number of instances to got cured of the diar- 
rhea acquired here, and then frequently without 
puccess. is 

In tho House this moraing Mr. Benson, from tho 


Nayal Committee, tried to got tho rales susponded, 


to carry his bill providing for-toa sloops-of-war, but 
failedy 

‘This appropriation waa voted for almoat univer- 
sally by Southern men, on the ground that the 
more our navy is enlarged by these smaller steam 
yoacels of war, the greater the ohanco of succosaful 
fillibustering against Cuba. It was thus supported 
and opposed to-day as a sort of Cuba measure, 

‘The proposition of tho Ways and Moans to loan 
cighé millions to tho States was again brought up, 
and again defeated. . Tho alternative proposition of 
Mr: Campbell to distribute twonty millions among 
the States wos then carriod, half Virginia voting 
for it. This bill will give about $70,000 to oach 
Rep reheiakire district, and the same/amount for 
enoh Séuator. é 

It adopts tho rule of tho formor distribution bill, 
whioh allowed the inequality of counting the Sena- 
tors in the distribution. 

‘The Senate smondiénta to tho Indian Appropri- 
ation bill were considered and a Committeo of Con- 
ferenoo Appointed on the items of disagroomont. 

A bill for improving the Mississippi River was 
finally pasacd—tho only river or harbor bill gob 
throug thus far. 

The Deficiency bill came back from tho Senato, 
andits amoudments wore concurred in iu a lump, 
excepting ono, This waa for striking out the House 
appropriation of $160,000 for books for membors, 
and insogting an omendment of Mr. Collamer, pro- 
viding that thoxo momibers who had received books 
or commuted for them this Congress, prior to the 
passage of the now Componsation bill, ahould ro- 
turn the books or rofiund themoney, This just and 
most proper amondmont, aftor a deal of boggarly 
eleotioncering against itin the House, was defeated 
by s vote of 93 to90. tis sch yotes as theso that 
tend to discredit the character of Congress. It 
would seem that evory high-minded legislator would 
scorn such a filched. bounty. ‘Tho’ Senate seeme. 
yory determined’ in its opposition to the diatribu- 
fion, as a scandalous act, and is likely to adhore to 
ita ameadinent and forco the House to recede, Tho 
measure is attached to a bill of no vital importance, 
and if the whole bill fails nobody will be killed. 

‘Tho Hous reassembled af 7 o'clook this ovening 
and passed oue private Dill, and then went to the 
‘Tariff os repor! from the Coramitteo of Confor- 
oes, Tho bill ngreed, only the Committee put the 
great intoreata of iron, woolan manufactures, lead 
and sugar at 24 per cent. This would seem to be 
nota very hinrah’ reduotion of the present rates, 
but it excited tha iro of the iron and lead men very 
much. The wool interest considers itself badly 
damaged under the now propostion of the Commit- 
tee, which is to admit all wool coating undor 
twenty conts duty free, as it did under tho original 
Hone bill making the limit fifteen cents. But the 
proposed bill leaves all wool costing above twenty 
cents at 24 por cent, which is a litte improvement 
on the House bill already passed. Thua the wool 
men of Ohio joined the iron men of Pannsylvania 
and the lead men of Dlinois, and spent the evening 
in fillibustering againat the projected bill. About 
10 p. m. the Speaker began to rein the fillibastera 
up and bring the Houre to a vote. 

The Senate have finished to-day the bill provid- 
ing for the executive, judicial and logislative ox- 
pexses Of fhe Government, and the Army bill; and 
uk 10/p. m: went on to the Navy bill. (en. Soott’s 
Compensation bill was attaclied tothe Amny/Ap- 
Propristion, andl likely to gorthrougd the Houle. 

At 104 o'clock, amid much confusion and dis- 
play of considerable fillibustoring temper on the 
part of the Keystone men, the House agreed to tho 
report of the Conference Committee by over fifty 
majority, and thus cloeed the Tariff question for 
this sossion. Ié then went to the regular order of 
business on the Speaker's table. Among that busi- 
ness there are some sixty private bills. Beside 
these there are, among othors of leas importance 
which have come from the Senate, tho Minnesota 
Land bill; the bill to refund the gifta of Maryland 
and Virginia to the Federal Goverament, made for 
establishing the Capitol in'the District of Colum- 
bia; Rusk’s bill establishing the “District” of 
Arizona out of the Gadeden Purchase; and the Pa- 
eifio Telegraph bill, to aid which the Senate lately 
appropriated $30,000 per annum. Theso are the 
principal measures on the Speaker's table. 

Glancy Jones will retain hia seat in the Cabinet, 
and so will Toucey, mauger all reports to the 
contrary. Mr. Buchanan does not expect Mr. 
Cages to remain for any great length of time, but to 
retire when 8 successor can be determined on. 
But Mr. Buchanan does not sufficiently appreciate 
the squatter habita of the now Premier. io will 
Jeaye bis seat when he becomes a cherub, aud has

CONGRESS ON TUESDAY. 
Correspondence of The N. ¥. Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, March 3, 1857. 

The Speaker has been on his legs all day, putting 
motions and expediting the constant current of busi- 
nesa before the House, 

An important bil to prevent frauds in importera’ 
valuation, which was worth five per cent aa a pro- 
teetive measure, failed to-day by the Cammittes on 
‘Ways and Means recommendiilg the House to re- 
cede, which it did. 

‘The Poat-Office Appropriation bill from the Sen_ 
ate, with amendments, was concurred in, with 
aslight exception. This bill provides for semi- 
weekly (not weekly) communication between the 
Minsissippi River and San Francisco, at a coat not 
exceeding $600,000 per annum. The route is left 
to the discretion of the Postmastor-General. Tho 
bill authorizes the Postmaster-General to let off 
two wail contractore from their present contracts, 
on the ground that they have beon ruinod by the 
eontracts. Ono of them is Pinkham, who carriea 
the mail from Bangor to Calaiz, in Maine. 

Wateon of Ohio introduced a resolution author- 
izing the Committeo on Elections to compile a ne- 
ceseary work for the use of Congress, and that 
Committeo especially, Mr. Letcher inquired very 
narrowly who was to do it? Having been informed 
thut it would probably be done by the Clerk of that 
Committee, Mr. Weston, he af once rallied the 
Bucbavan side ogainst it, on the ground that the 


Weston aforesaidgwas an Editor of The National

The Fortification bill came back from the Senate

4 LAST LOOK AT THE WEST. 


—— 
Editorial Correspondence of Tha N. ¥. Tribune. 
i Gosnen, Ind., Fob. 19, 1857. 

‘The North-West was never filling up and improving 
@0 rapidly aa at this moment. I estimnte that half tho 
increase of populaticm throughont the Union within 
fie next ten yeara will inure to tho States and Torri 
torioa worth-Weet of Indiana. Were the Pablio Lands 
imslienable, except to actnal nottlors in limited quanti- 
ties, this increase would bo atill groater. 

But the number of inhabitants in ono of these now 
Weatern communities doca not fally ¢xhibit their rela- 
tive strongih and power. The inhabitants of thoso 
new States and Territories are nearly all in the flush of 
youth or the primo of life. You rately moot here a 
‘Woman past fifty years of age; still more rarely an old 
manj sad a large portion of tho pioneers are too young 
to have liad muny ohildren. In a village hotel, crowdod 
with moneyed boardore—the merchants, bankers and 
chief meohanies of the place—tyo-thirds of them will 
often be found between twenty-three and thirty years 
of age—thoir wives, of conrse, atill younger. Hlinois, 
Winconsin, Iowa, and Minnesota must to-day have an 
aggregate population of atleast Two and a Half Mil- 
ious, who are equal in industrial capacity to an aggre- 
gote of Four Millions in Europe or Now-England. 

I note fewer traces of tho ravages of bilions dis 
eases than I had expected. Now and then I meet a 
eadaveroua youth, with a faco eharpened by aguo into 
some rude resemblance to a sharp pointed prairie-plow; 
but Fever and Ague is ovidently less formidable than 
it was twenty years ago; and the increasing use of 
steam mills instead of thoae propelled by water is ol- 
ready exerting a salutary influcnos, Deop wells, drain- 
ing and cultivation will render tho Prairie States o 
neplly healthy. The prairie winds are: not alyraya 
pleasant, but they purify tho atmosphere and invigor- 
ate the people. 

When it is justly urged that the Prairie States Ink 
Timber, it should be added thet they aro gonerally 
blest with an abundance of Coal. In many instancoa 
=at Kewanee, for examplo—this fuel cropa out in the 
banks of creeks but a few fact below.the goneral sur- 
fave of thé country, and hardly a mile from a station 
onthe Burlington Railroad. ‘Tho veins nearedt tho 
susfaco are rather thin, and the quality is barely 
middling; but it is confidently belisved that puror and 
thicker strata underlie these, while any tolerable Coal 
is precious in a country eo soantily wooded. At pres 
ext the Railroads of Iinois and Yown pay e higher 
average for their fuel than do those of New-York; and 
they burn auch green, poor stuff atthat. ‘Trains on 
the Souther Michigan often lose an hour oc more in 
the first forty miles out of Chicago and mias a con- 
nection ot Toledo, simply because the wood provided 
for them at Chioago cau hardly be persuaded to mule 
steam. Yet Northern Indiana, bardly fifty milea fiom 
Chicago, is very fairly wooded. -How mach longer 
must wre wait for the proper apparatus for running on- 
gines by the combustion of coal, as all engines are run 
in Eopland and throughout tho groater part of Europe? 
L know that our coal is somewhat different from the 
Brilish, but should that render ita use for locomotive 
impossible? y 

hear general complainta of the Winter-killiog of 
young fruik and ornamental trict by the savera dold of” 
Isst Winter, with natural spprohenstons that the late 
Siberian cold will have proved equally fatal. It ia my 
impression that moro treoa'are killed by water of their 
roots than by frgst in the atmosphere, and 8 good un- 
dordrain beneath a row of young apple-tcees would 
insure them againct freezing out. At ail events, too 
fey trees, whether Fruit or Shade, are planted, while 
those planted-are often left uncared for to live or die as 
may happen. There iano lack of nureeriea, but they 
are Lot yet patronized as they should ba. 

‘Tho fundamental evil here encountered ia the nomad- 
io tendency and habit of the people. The men who 
are building up the villages of last year's origin on the 
inoipiént Railronds of Iowa, were last year doing the 
like in Illinois, and three years since in Ohio. He 
who is doing wellin the newest settlement is look- 
ing sharply around for a chance to do better in Ne- 
braska or along the linea of. tho railroads leading 
thither which are soon to be constructed. Only the 
few hays regolved to live and die whore they are now 
Jooated, and these alone feel any hearty interest in 
tree-planting and kindred improvements. It may be 
that the village lots which were yesterday preémpted 
or bonght at Government price per-acro, would ell 
betterif they were wel planted; but that ia a tedious 
undertaking, and the speculator deems it easier to cell 
them ns they are and rush ahead to seize the n&xt 
ehance for a similar operation. Only a popnlation re- 
solved to live and dio on thia soil will ever enrich and 
beautify it by tree-planting on the scale required. 

Yet here are vikages of decided promise—Aurora, 
which I first found, lees than ten years sgo, a hamlet 
of five or six hundred peoplo, is now an embryo city 
offive or six thousand; Dixon is nearly as populous; 
Gelesburg, though much younger, is quite aalarge; 
Princeton, the capital of Bureau County, mut havo 
tome two or three thousand inhabitants, though its 
growth haa been slower than-that of almost any vil- 
lage in Northern Dlinoia. Ihardly know another 80 
attractive to the travelor who bas no eye to business. 
Bat the railroad villages which have within the last 
fro or three years, sprung up from nothing to a brisk 
trade anda population of one to two thousand, are 

worth a study. Most ot theae, I rajoice to say, have 
original and psouliar namos—Keokuk, Kewanco, El- 
gin, Golvy, Dement, Du Page, Wyonet, for example— 
how infinitely preferable thede to tho nauseous repeti- 
tion of Washington, Madison, Clinton, Jackson, &o. 
Here oro two Genevas within'a half-day’a rido of each 
other—one in Dlinois, tho other in Wisconsin. Such 
confusion of tongucs ought to be forbidden by law. 
Lets township or village go without, or designate it 
by itanumber, like our up-town streota, until its ink 
itante can agree upon eome title which will dia 
it from al other places on thia Continent. Bettor a 
jaw-brenking, unmueical name then one which mis- 
Jeada ond is unmepning. Z
